• In  this  lovely  reverential  pageant, 
recreating  a veritable  "Dickens’ 
’ 'Christmas  Carol’  London”  of  a 

century  past,  the  Music  Hall  Or- 
chestra and  Glee  Club,  augmented 
by  a special  chorus  of  women’s 
voices,  present  five  of  the  best 
beloved  of  Yuletide  hymns  and 
carols.  Three  of  them,  appropri- 
ately, are  of  English  origin.  "It 
Came  Upon  a Midnight  Clear” 
was  written  by  Richard  S.  Willis 
in  America  a hundred  years  ago, 
and  the  inspired  "Silent  Night” 
was  composed  by  an  humble  vil- 
lage choirmaster,  Franz  Gruber,  on 
Christmas  Eve  of  1818  in  a little 
Bavarian  mountain  town,  to  the 
words  of  his  own  church  pastor. 
But  the  "First  Noel,”  far  from  be- 
ing traditional  French,  is  old  En- 
glish, having  its  title  once  spelled 
"Nowell,”  an  Anglicized  version 
of  the  Norman-French  word.  It 
was  discovered  in  1833,  and  the 
version  best  known  today  is  by  the 
great  hymnologist  and  composer. 
Sir  John  Stainer.  "Hark  the  Her- 
ald Angels,”  although  arranged  by 
Felix  Mendelssohn  and  scored  even 


earlier  for  trumpets  in  a compo- 
sition of  Handel’s,  is  thought  to  be 
of  English  folk  origin,  too,  and  its 
words,  as  sung  today  at  Christmas, 
are  by  John  Wesley,  founder  of  the 
Methodist  Church.  In  addition, 
"Adeste  Fideles,”  one  of  the  earli- 
est of  English  hymn  tunes,  was  set 
to  its  17th  Century  Latin  verses  by 
a famed  old  London  organist,  John 
of  Reading,  in  1692.

Although  she  was  born  Miss  Marjorie  Rob- 
ertson, of  Forest  Gate,  London,  the  name  of 
Anna  Neagle,  famous  on  stage  and  screen  in 
both  England  and  America,  should  more 
properly  be  “Miss  Versatility.” 

In  pictures,  the  lady  has  twice  been  a 
magnificent  Queen  Victoria,  and  has  por- 
trayed both  a telling  Nell  Gwyn  and  the 
martyred  nurse,  Edith  Cavell.  Yet  she  was 
named  a world’s  champion  ballroom  dancer 
only  a few  years  before  that,  and  throughout 
her  career  she  has  been  known  as  a delight- 
ful singer.  Once  she  was  seen  as  a chorus 
dancer  on  our  own  Great  White  Way;  and 
her  stage  appearances  include  Finland, 
where  she  mastered  that  heroic  little  na- 
tion’s difficult  tongue.
